J the Brownwood Bulletin, Beckham 
was looking for someone to come 
to his home that night and going 
with a shot gun into the yard 
he came upon a strange man w ith 
one of his daughters; and as the 
man, after starting towards him, 
turned to run, Beckham shot him 
in the back, killing him instant­ 
ly.” 
Wayne Beckham, 20, son of Tol 
Beckham, was shot and killed in 
Brown county in Sept. 1928, and 
Leonard Witt, 34, was charged 
with the crime. Witt was shot and 
killed near Priddy March 11. 1930, 
and 
Leonard 
Van 
Zandt 
was 
charged in Mills county with the 
murder. 
Homer Beckham, another son 
of Tol Beckham, was convicted in 
October, 1932, in district court 
at Goldthwaite for 
murder 
of 
Knox Edmondson, Mills county 
farmer, In April of the same year. 
Edmondson was stabbed to death 
in a fight at a country dance. 
Beckham was sentenced to 10 
years in the penitentiary. He was 
pardoned by Governor Ferguson 
in Jan., 1935, but the pardon was 
revoked by Governor Allred in 
September, 1935. Young Beckham 
has been indicted in Comanche 
county for robbery with firearms 
and is charged with cattle theft 
in Brown County.
